Hunton    Student    Center    Opens 
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With  the  grand  opening  of  the  Hunton  Student  Center  on 
January  24,  students  on  the  MCV  Campus  now  have  the 
opportunity  to  enjoy  one  of  the  most  modern  facilities  of  its 
kind  while  experiencing  a  piece  of  MCV's  rich  history.  The 
$6  million  renovation  of  the  166-year-old  former  First  Baptist 
Church  was  made  possible  in  large  part  by  the  MCV  Founda- 
tion and  the  MCV  Alumni  Association,  which  contributed 
$750,000  and  $250,000  respectively. 

The  three-story  center  includes  space  for  recreation, 
lounging,  studying,  small  group  meetings  and  offices  for 
student  government  and  student  affairs  staff,  as  well  as  food 
service  and  the  VCU  Libraries  Learning  Center,  which  is 
equipped  with  the  latest  information  technology.  Historical 
features  such  as  original  church  pews,  staircases  and  ceiling 
medallions  have  been  preserved. 


A  permanent  exhibition  depicting  the  heritage  of  the  MCV 
Campus  fills  six  large  panels.  George  W.  Burke  III  '70MD, 

president  of  the  MCV  Alumni  Association,  noted  that  the 
display  is  meaningful  to  both  past  and  future  graduates  of  the 
MCV  Campus  because  it  illustrates  a  long  and  proud  tradition 
that  is  to  be  continued. 

"This  is  the  story  of  individuals  who  rose  to  great  heights," 
he  said  at  the  opening  ceremonies.  "They  all  started  like  you 
and  me,  with  a  hope  and  desire  to  do  well." 

"The  Hunton  Student  Center  is  a  special  place  for  VCU  — 
a  unique  and  historical  building"  said  VCU  President  Eugene 
P.  Trani.  "The  renovations  have  brought  new  life  to  this  facility 
while  preserving  our  greatness  as  an  institution." 

VCU  named  the  building  Hunton  Hall  in  1989  in  honor  of 
Eppa  Hunton  Jr.  and  his  son,  Eppa  Hunton  IV.  Both  men 
served  on  the  MCV  Board,  and  Eppa  Hunton  IV  also  served 
as  VCU's  second  rector  of  the  Board  of  Visitors.

The  numbers  couldn't  be  clearer.  More  than  50  million  Americans 
live  with  some  sort  of  disability. 

"In  Virginia,  this  means  that  one  of  every  five  citizens  has  a  dis- 
ability —  or  knows  someone  who  does,"  says  Fred  P.  Orelove,  PhD 
As  Executive  Director  of  the  Partnership  for  People  with  Disabilities, 
Orelove  is  committed  to  helping  individuals  with  varying  abilities  to 
participate  fully  in  all  aspects  of  life  —  at  work,  school  or  play,  at 
home  or  in  the  community,  from  infancy  through  old  age. 

The  Partnership  for  People  with  Disabilities,  an  affiliate  of  VCU's 
School  of  Education,  is  recognized  as  Virginia's  only  university  cen- 
ter for  e   rellence  in  developmental  disabilities  by  the  Federal  Admin- 
istration c    Developmental  Disabilities.  At  all  points  along  the  way, 
alumni  and  ,  culty  from  the  School  of  Medicine,  the  School  of 


Nursing,  the  School  of  Allied  Health  Professions  and  other  VCU 
schools  have  helped  the  Partnership  achieve  its  mission  of  enabling 
people  with  disabilities  to  be  full  members  of  their  communities. 

An  interdisciplinary  center,  the  Partnership  supports  people  with 
disabilities  by  conducting  research  and  evaluation  initiatives,  train- 
ing and  providing  technical  assistance,  disseminating  information, 
and  influencing  public  policy.  For  infants,  the  Partnership  trains 
early  interventionists  and  early  childhood  educators  in  the  newest 
techniques  and  approaches  to  inclusion  and  maintains  family  peer 
networks.  Activities  on  behalf  of  school-aged  children  range  from 
leadership  training  for  professionals  in  a  broad  range  of  disciplines 
to  efforts  that  enhance  school  nurses'  effectiveness  in  working  with 
children  with  disabilities.  For  adults  with  disabilities,  the  Partnership 
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is  devising  innovative  strategies 
using  assistive  technology  and 
helping  people  with  disabilities  to 
direct  their  own  lives. 

When  the  Partnership  was 
founded  in  1985,  it  boasted  a  pro- 
fessional staff  of  five.  Today  more 
than  80  health  and  education  pro- 
fessionals manage  over  two  dozen 
funded  projects.  Many  MCV 
Campus  alumni  and  faculty  and 
supporters  have  helped  the  Part- 
nership grow  to  its  current  stature. 
Their  motivations  for  supporting 
the  Partnership  are  as  varied  as  the  issues  the  Partnership  addresses. 

"I  am  really  impressed  by  what  the  Partnership  does,"  says 
William  L.  Dewey,  Ph.D.,  Professor  of  Pharmacology  and  Toxicology 
at  the  School  of  Medicine.  Earlier  in  his  career  at  VCU  he  was  Vice 
President  for  Research  and  Graduate  studies  in  charge  of  research 
activities  on  both  the  Monroe  Park  and  MCV  campuses. 

Dewey  speaks  not  merely  as  a  scientific  colleague.  He's  also  Reenie's 
father.  At  42,  Reenie  has  a  working  vocabulary  of  perhaps  25  words. 
Dewey  still  remembers  how  hard  it  was  to  find  a  dentist  who  would 
treat  Reenie  when  the  family  first  moved  to  Virginia  30  years  ago. 

"It  was  so  sad,"  he  says.  "People  wanted  to  put  folks  like  Reenie 
aside  and  ignore  them." 

Dewey  first  joined  the  Partnership's  Consumer  Advisory  Council 
eighteen  years  ago;  as  a  parent,  he  appreciates  the  information  and 
support  that  the  Partnership  provides.  He  quickly  became  Chairper- 
son, a  volunteer  commitment  he's  held  ever  since. 


As  Commissioner  of  the 
Department  of  Rehabilitative  Ser- 
vices (DRS),  James  A.  Rothrock 
78MS(RQ/AH  is  a  member  of 
the  Consumer  Advisory  Council. 
But  Rothrock  considers  his  posi- 
tion more  than  a  professional  oblig- 
ation. "I  personally  very  much  value 
the  opportunity  to  interact  with 
the  Partnership,"  he  says. 

DRS  helps  people  with  disabili- 
ties transition  to  the  workforce  or 
toward  independent  living.  Part- 
nership research  projects,  says 
Rothrock,  complement  the  mission  of  his  organization.  "The  Partner- 
ship allows  for  research  opportunities  for  which  service  agencies  typically 
cannot  find  the  time,"  he  says. 

Rothrock  is  especially  excited  about  a  Partnership  study  that  is 
looking  at  the  role  that  hand-held  devices  can  play  in  improving  the 
lives  of  people  with  cognitive  disorders  like  autism  or  brain  injury, 
and  cites  the  case  of  one  Virginia  middle-school  student  with 
Asperger's  syndrome.  One  of  the  manifestations  of  the  boy's  condi- 
tion is  an  extravagant  reaction  to  loud  sounds  —  like  bells.  But  bells 
are  an  unavoidable  fact  of  life  in  school  settings.  Thanks  to  the  Part- 
nership's Consortium  on  Handheld  Technology,  a  small  hand-held 
device  (similar  to  a  Blackberry)  helps  the  young  man  transition  from 
one  school  period  to  the  next.  By  reminding  him  that  a  bell  will  ring, 
the  device  allows  the  boy  to  organize  himself  and  change  classes 
without  the  total  sensory  meltdown  that  bells  had  caused  in  the  past. 
These  technological  advances  have  the  potential  to  change  lives.  A 
hand-held  device  can  be  programmed  to  help  a  brain-injured  person 


Medical  professionals  must  learn  to  deal  sensitively  with  the  needs 

of  people  with  disabilities,  says  Dr.  Dewey 


"I  wouldn't  have  spent  18  years  as  Chair  of  the  advisory  board  if  I 
didn't  really  believe  in  what  the  Partnership  does,"  he  says  with  a  smile. 

Dewey  credits  the  Partnership  for  researching  new  and  better 
ways  to  teach  educators  about  people  with  disabilities.  Going  for- 
ward, he  sees  a  role  for  the  Partnership  in  educating  more  healthcare 
providers  in  disability  awareness  issues. 

"People  with  disabilities  have  the  same  health  problems  as  every- 
one else.  They  break  bones,  and  get  the  flu,  cardiac  problems,  cancer 
and  all  other  diseases."  Medical  professionals  must  learn  to  deal  sensi- 
tively with  the  needs  of  people  with  disabilities,  because,  says  Dewey, 
"We  all  have  disabilities.  Some  are  just  more  obvious  than  others." 


manage  the  many  steps  involved  in  walking  from  her  apartment  to  a 
bus  stop  so  that  she  can  hold  a  job.  A  personal  digital  assistant  can 
help  people  with  short-term  memory  issues  "remember"  how  to 
dress  themselves.  Rodirock  is  relying  on  the  Partnership  to  continue 
to  evaluate  and  disseminate  the  results  of  such  innovations. 

Jayne  Shepherd  '81MS(OT)/AH  had  a  background  in  special 
education  before  she  retrained  as  an  occupational  therapist  Her 
experiences  as  a  teacher  and  as  a  therapist  are  invaluable  in  her  work  as 
Discipline  Coordinator  and  Core  Faculty,  Occupational  Therapy,  for  the 
Leadership  Education  in  Neurodevelopmental  Disabilities  (Va-LEND) 
program.  The  Partnership  was  able  to  start  this  training  and  develop- 
ment program  as  the  result  of  a  grant  it  received  from  the  Maternal

and  disseminating  information.  The  Partnership  does  just  that" 


and  Child  Health  Bureau.  Va-LEND  helps  health  professionals  in  14 
disciplines  develop  advanced  clinical  skills  and  leadership  abilities  in 
the  area  of  childhood  neurodevelopmental  disabilities. 

"Psychologists,  geneticists,  occupational  therapists,  physical 
therapists,  social  workers,  educators,  public  health,  nutritionists,  the 
occasional  speech  pathologist  or  audiologist,  physical  medicine  and 
rehabilitation  specialists,  pediatricians  and  pediatric  dentists"  — 
Shepherd  stops  to  draw  breath  as  she  defines  what  "interdisciplinary" 
means  at  the  Partnership.  Students  —  practicing  social  workers, 
educator;   or  healthcare  professionals  —  commit  to  a  yearlong 
program  that  trains  them  to  work  more  effectively  with  people  with 
disabilities  an  1  their  families.  A  hallmark  of  the  Va-LEND  experience 
is  the  mentorsh,'  piece:  students  are  mentored  by  the  families  of 
children  with  neu;  ^developmental  disabilities,  learning  from  parents 
and  their  experiences. 


Shepherd  also  served  at  the  Partnership  as  a  Discipline  Coordinator 
for  numerous  personnel  preparation  grants  for  working  with  infants, 
toddlers  and  preschoolers  with  disabilities.  These  federally  funded 
training  programs  are  so  successful,  they  help  recruit  students  with  an 
interest  in  pediatrics. 

"Employers  tell  us  that  they'll  hire  a  graduate  of  our  training 
grants  over  someone  with  more  experience"  she  explains,  "because 
they  truly  value  what  our  students  get  out  of  the  program." 

Today's  trainees  are  being  taught  a  variety  of  clinical  and  leader- 
ship skills  by  faculty  and  staff  on  the  MCV  Campus,  several  of  whom 
received  their  own  professional  preparation  there.  Laura  Duncan 
'82Diet'93MPH  is  Core  Faculty,  Nutrition,  Va-LEND  Program.  Rita 
Pickler  '98NP/N  is  Discipline  Coordinator,  Nursing.  Bernice  Allen 
SNIP,  PNS  '05PhD/N  is  a  program  specialist. 
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Program.  Those  trainees,  in  turn,  become  professionals  with  height- 
ened sensitivity  to  the  needs  and  strengths  of  families  who  have  a  family 
member  with  a  disability  -  and  thus  more  effective  in  their  jobs. 

"The  pattern  is  already  set,"  Orelove  says.  "Future  generations 
of  researchers,  scholars,  and  advocates  will  be  changed  by  the  work 
and  support  of  VCU  faculty  and  staff  aligned  with  the  Partnership: 
professionals  who  conduct  research  and  think  creatively  across  disci- 
plinary borders. 

"More  importantly,  people  with  developmental  disabilities,  many 
of  whom  have  been  hidden  from  view,  will  receive  high  quality, 
coordinated  healthcare  and  other  supports  needed  to  live  with 
dignity  and  greater  independence."

Out  in  the  community,  MCV  alumni  are  employed  as  school 
nurses,  occupational  and  physical  therapists,  psychologists,  and 
social  workers.

to  Monumental

MCV  alumni  remember  Monumental  Church,  the  magnificent  1814 
landmark  nestled  on  Broad  Street  within  the  VCU  Health  System 
complex.  Its  name  and  purpose  derive  from  the  1811  Richmond 
Theater  fire  that  killed  72  people  on  that  site,  including  men,  women 
and  children.  Among  the  dead  were  the  governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth, leading  citizens,  ordinary  working  people,  slaves,  Christians 
and  Jews.  The  disaster  made  international  news  and  plunged  Rich- 
mond into  a  prolonged  official  mourning.  In  a  shared  effort  to  honor 
those  who  perished  and  find  positive  meaning  in  a  terrible  tragedy, 
the  community  created  a  timeless  work  of  art. 

After  the  fire,  the  city  acquired  the  theater  site  to  create  a  memo- 
rial to  the  victims,  with  Chief  Justice  John  Marshall  leading  the 
charge,  i  he  incinerated  bodies  were  placed  in  two  giant  mahogany 
coffins  ana  '  lid  on  the  floor  of  the  original  theater  pit.  After  a  digni- 
fied service,  die  mass  grave  was  sealed  in  a  brick  enclosure  that  exists 
there  today. 


Early  in  1812,  city  leaders  joined  forces  with  a  community  group 
seeking  to  erect  a  new  church.  Clergy  had  claimed  that  the  fire  was 
an  act  of  God  to  eliminate  a  sinful  and  frivolous  form  of  entertain- 
ment. A  new  church  might  purify  the  location.  South  Carolina  archi- 
tect Robert  Mills  created  a  classical  domed  structure  housing  a  large, 
balconied  auditorium.  The  actual  "monument"  became  a  marble 
sarcophagus  topped  by  a  sculpted  urn,  set  beneath  a  handsome 
portico  attached  to  the  south  side  of  the  sanctuary. 

The  Episcopal  Church  cared  for  the  building  and  crypt  for  a 
century  and  a  half,  and  then  turned  the  site  over  to  the  MCV  Foun- 
dation. In  1983,  custody  passed  to  Historic  Richmond  Foundation 
(HRF).  The  Diocese,  MCV  and  HRF  have  all  acted  as  stewards, 
working  to  keep  the  magnificent  monument  and  sanctuary  standing 
for  benefit  of  the  community.  Millions  have  been  spent,  but  more

work  remains  before  Monumental  can  again 
be  a  central  part  of  Richmond  life. 

Monumental  is  considered  by  many  the 
second  most  important  historic  building  in 
Richmond,  so  all  the  work  performed  during 
the  last  35  years  has  had  to  meet  top  restora- 
tion standards.  The  remaining  restoration  will 
cost  several  million,  to  be  raised  during  the 
next  two  years.  HRF  plans  to  finish  the  job 
and  turn  the  building  back  over  to  the  com- 
munity for  its  use. 

Seeking  a  viable  adaptive  reuse  for  a  huge 
historic  auditorium  with  a  mass  grave  beneath 
it,  HRF  has  addressed  many  issues,  including 
the  limitations  imposed  by  the  pews  and  the 
building's  one  small  upstairs  restroom.  Fortu- 
nately, VCU's  new  Medical  Sciences  II  build- 
ing (MSBII)  under  construction  next  door 
will  contain  restrooms,  reception  areas  and 
a  catering  kitchen  that  can  be  used  by  groups 
at  Monumental.  HRF  will  also  link  its  new 
drainage  systems  into  the  main  drain 
serving  MSBII. 

The  auditorium  is  always  available  to  the 
VCU-MCV  family,  but  is  also  within  walking 
distance  of  nine  state,  city  and  cultural  agen- 
cies who  will  be  invited  to  hold  their  large 
meetings  there.  Performing  arts  agencies  are 
testing  the  building  for  their  own  events,  and 
area  agencies  who  organize  large  assembly 
programs  are  invited  to  examine  Monumental 


Site  improvements 
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on  the  Medical 
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to  see  if  it  will  work  for  their  needs.  The  public 
will  be  able  to  book  weddings,  meetings, 
lectures  and  symposia,  and  tourists  will  be 
welcomed.  HRF  understands  the  building's 
limitations,  and  will  make  sure  that  all  events 
acknowledge  the  facility's  dual  role  as  meeting 
space  and  dignified  tombstone. 

Monumental  began  with  a  funeral  and 
will  see  more  in  its  future.  HRF  is  studying  the 
idea  of  establishing  a  working  columbarium  at 
the  site.  Burial  niches  can  generate  funds  for  a 
trust  to  provide  income  for  the  building's 
maintenance.  Since  the  MCV  Campus  does 
not  have  an  official  columbarium-the  Univer- 
sity of  Richmond,  University  of  Virginia  and 
others  have  them-HRF  invites  faculty  and 
alumni  to  contact  us  if  there  is  interest  in 
pursuing  such  a  plan. 

A  life  cycle  of  events  will  resume  at  Monu- 
mental. Its  exterior  green  space  will  become  an 
urban  garden  that  opens  into  the  busy  medical 
campus.  Thanks  to  an  enduring  spirit  of  com- 
munity cooperation,  Monumental  will  have 
new  life  as  a  gathering  place  for  everyone: 
governors,  leading  citizens,  ordinary  working 
people,  men,  women,  children  and  people 
of  all  races  and  all  faiths.  We  believe  this 
approach  will  preserve  the  community  values 
that  created  Monumental,  while  serving  the 
needs  and  desires  of  our  own  generation.

Why  I  Teach  at  VCU's 
Medical  College  of  Virginia

Even  though  she  was  only  17  years  old, 
Dr.  Janet  Younger  '67BS/N76MS/N 
knew  the  importance  of  a  college  educa- 
tion. When  it  came  time  to  consider  her 
options,  she  looked  at  three  colleges,  one 
of  which  was  MCV. 

"I  was  interviewed  by  Shirley  Downs, 
Assistant  Dean,"  Younger  recalls.  "She 
was  a  smart  lady.  We  sat  around  and 
talked  about  the  "Rise  and  Fall  of  the 
Third  Reich."  I  thought  to  myself:  She  is 
smart,  so  the  whole  place  should  be 
smart.  That  felt  good  to  me." 
Now  Associate  Dean  of  the  School  of  Nursing, 
Younger  received  her  first  faculty  position  at  MCV  in 
1972,  teaching  pediatrics  in  the  classroom  and  in  clini- 
cals.  "I  loved  it,"  she  says.  "From  1976  to  1980, 1  was 
co-director  of  the  pediatric  nurse  practitioner  program." 

Even  though  Younger  became  Associate  Dean  in 
1992,  she  still  teaches  several  classes.  "I  enjoy  the  stu- 
dents," she  says,  adding:  "Teaching  is  a  creative  act  that 
is  underestimated  as  such.  It's  an  intellectual  challenge." 

Younger  is  just  one  of  dozens  of  teachers  who  have 
made  MCV  their  home.  Many  have  come  back  to  teach 
at  their  alma  mater. 

Patty  Slattum '85BS/P'91Cert(G)/AH'92DphA/P 
'92PhD/P  had  worked  in  her  uncle's  pharmacy  growing  up  and 
knew  that  she  wanted  to  be  a  pharmacist.  MCV  was  the  logical  place 
to  study.  After  school,  she  started  working  as  a  pharmacist  in  a  hos- 
pital, and  then  went  to  work  for  a  pharmaceutical  company.  "I  got 
really  interested  in  pharmacokinetics,"  she  says.  "What  was  great 
about  MCV  is  that  it  had  this  combined  degree,  and  that  was  very 
rare.  It  was  a  clinically  oriented  graduate  program.  I  couldn't  find  a 
better  place  to  go  for  my  graduate  degree

Slattum  started  working  as  a  faculty  member  when  her  children 
were  young,  after  she  received  her  postdoctoral  fellowship.  "I  worked 
part-time  for  five  years  and  then  got  a  full-time  tenure-line  position 
in  1999  as  an  Assistant  Professor  in  pharmacy,"  she  explains. 

Today,  Slattum  teaches  in  the  area  of  geriatrics.  What  attracted 
her  to  academia  was  the  interaction  with  students.  "I  like  being  at 
MCV  because  I  am  still  involved  with  these  students  who  are  working 
on  combined  degrees,"  she  explains,  noting  that  she  is  Vice  Chair  of 
Graduate  Studies  for  the  Department  of  Pharmacy.  "I  work  a  lot 
with  facilitating  programs  and  helping  students  get  to  their  career 
objectives.  I  get  a  lot  of  satisfaction  out  of  that." 

Why  did  she  want  to  come  back  to  MCV?  "We  have  a  history  with 
these  programs,  and  there  is  a  lot  of  support  for  them," 
she  says.  "We  need  more  people  with  these  degrees.  I  feel 
like  I  am  doing  something  that  is  important." 

Ferell  Justice  '85AS(RT)/AH'87BS(RS)/AH,  knew 
he  wanted  to  get  into  healthcare  but  wasn't  sure  what 
area  he  wanted  to  focus  on.  "I  had  been  in  photography 
and  came  across  radiology.  I  got  a  volunteer  job  in  radi- 
ology and  thought  it  would  be  a  good  fit.  I  applied  to 
the  program  and  was  accepted." 

The  education  he  received  was  first-rate.  "My 
instructors  were  extremely  well  versed  in  their  special- 
ties," he  says.  "I  got  involved  in  various  student  groups 
and  various  organizations."  Teaching  has  been  his  pas- 
sion. "I've  always  served  in  some  sort  of  teaching  role," 
he  notes.  "I  came  back  to  MCV  to  teach  in  2005." 

An  Assistant  Professor  in  the  Department  of  Radiation  Services  in 
the  School  of  Allied  Health  Professions,  Justice  was  excited  to  return 
to  his  alma  mater.  "MCV  created  a  strong  foundation  for  me,"  he 
explains.  "I'm  still  learning  the  role  of  being  a  good  teacher.  You  can't 
just  step  into  the  classroom  and  start  delivering.  Teaching  inspires  me 
because  I  have  a  lot  to  learn  about  it." 

Stepping  back  on  campus  gave  Justice  a  feeling  of  deja  vu.  "It's  a 
proud  feeling,"  he  says.  "If  you  can  come  back  and  teach  at  the  facility 
where  you  were  educated,  it  says  great  things  about  the  institution 
that  educated  you." 
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Ferell  Justice  '85AS(RT)/AH'87BS(RS)/AH  found  his  passion  teaching  in  the  Department  of  Radiation  Services 


Dr.  Martha  Moon  '79BS/N'84MS/N  now  serves  as  an  Associate 
Professor  in  the  School  of  Nursing.  She  was  first  introduced  to  MCV 
when  she  worked  in  Sanger  Hall  as  a  lab  assistant.  "I  was  working 
with  mice,  looking  at  childhood  obesity,"  she  says.  "I  felt  like  I  wanted 
to  have  a  more  direct  impact  on  the  health  of  people."  She  entered  the 
nursing  school  and  worked  in  the  field  after  graduation  before  head- 
ing back  to  school  to  become  a  nurse  practitioner.  While  in  school, 
she  focused  on  AIDS  screenings.  "I  knew  to  work  with  AIDS  I  had  to 
move  to  a  larger  city,  so  after  school  I  moved  to  Boston  and  worked 
as  a  clinical  director  in  charge  of  AIDS  research  at  a  clinic  there." 

Moon  completed  her  post-doctoral  studies  and  spent  a  year 
working  in  Zimbabwe  studying  vaginal  microbicides,  products  that 
would  kill  HIV  in  the  vagina  before  they  could  get  into 
the  body.  A  colleague  told  her  about  an  opening  at 
MCV.  "When  I  came  for  the  interview,  I  was  bowled 
over  by  the  growth  that  had  taken  place  since  I  left," 
she  recalls. 

Moon  has  been  teaching  since  1998.  "I  love  it.  I  love 
seeing  those  aha  moments  when  they  get  what  you  are 
trying  to  say,"  she  says.  "I'm  the  Director  of  the  RN-BS 
Weekend  Program,  and  I  am  passionate  about  these 
students.  They  have  their  diploma  or  associate's  degree, 
and  they  are  coming  back  to  get  their  bachelor's 
degree.  They  are  so  committed.  They  really  want  this."

The  atmosphere  at  the  school  is  one  that  she  remembers  from  the 
past.  "There  is  this  familiarity  not  only  with  the  way  things  work  but 
also  with  the  people  who  are  here,"  she  explains.

Katherine  (Kitty)  Prentice  '63BS(MT)/AH,  Assistant  Professor 
and  Clinical  Coordinator,  came  to  MCV  as  a  student  because  of  the 
school's  reputation.

James  C.  Burns  '72DDS'80PhD(M&I)/M,  fell  in  love  with  Vir- 
ginia and  Virginians  while  studying  at  MCV,  a  campus  with  a  "rich 
tradition."  "The  most  special  reward  during  my  training  at  MCV  was 
meeting  my  wife-to-be,  Karen  Bergman  Burns  '71BS/N,  in  the 
Larrick  Student  Center,"  Burns  says.  "We  are  now  enter- 
ing our  36th  year  of  marriage." 

Now  Assistant  Dean  for  Clinical  Dental  Education 
and  Chairman  and  Professor  of  the  Department  of  Oral 
and  Maxillofacial  Pathology  in  the  School  of  Dentistry, 
Burns  teaches  oral  and  maxillofacial  pathology  and  gen- 
eral pathology  to  dental  hygiene,  dental,  medical  and 
resident  students.

Welleford  originally  came  to  MCV  to  enter  a  master's  program 
in  gerontology.  "The  diversity  appealed  to  me,"  she  says.  "Our 
department  is  so  connected  with  the  community,  the  opportunities 
are  there  for  the  choosing,  and  I  chose  everything." 

Before  coming  to  the  medical  campus,  Coral  Diaz, 
Assistant  Professor  in  the  Division  of  Dental  Hygiene, 
was  working  in  the  dental  industry  with  Hu-Friedy 
Manufacturing  Company.  She  did  sales  training  and 
taught  continuing  education  classes  for  dental  students, 
faculty  and  practicing  dentists  all  over  Central  and 
South  America.  Diaz  loved  the  people  interaction,  but 
eventually  grew  weary  of  the  travel.  VCU  offered  her  the 
opportunity  to  come  in  off  the  road.  Plus,  she  explains, 
"I  have  been  able  to  use  my  public  health  background 
in  teaching  the  dental  hygiene  students  about  dental 
public  health." 

Along  with  teaching,  Diaz  serves  as  the  Chair  for 
Dental  Hygiene  Admissions.  "I  enjoy  it  because  I  get  to  see  students 
from  day  one,  when  they  are  afraid  to  pick  up  a  dental  instrument,  to 
the  day  before  graduation  when  they  challenge  me  with  questions," 
she  says.  "There  never  really  is  a  dull  moment  in  teaching." 

Since  joining  the  teaching  staff  in  the  Department  of  Medicinal 
Chemistry  in  1975,  Richard  Glennon,  PhD,  has  won  numerous 
teaching  awards — everything  from  VCU  School  of  Pharmacy 
Instructor  of  the  Year  in  1979  to  VCU  Award  of  Excellence  in  2006. 
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Currently,  Glennon  teaches  graduate,  profes- 
sional and  undergraduate  level  students.  Since 
he  has  been  teaching,  there  has  been  little 
turnover  in  his  department.  "People  generally 
don't  leave  this  campus  unless  they  leave  to 
retire,"  he  explains.  "Our  department  is  very 
collegial.  Everyone  gets  along  well  together. 
That  feeling  can  be  extended  to  the  School  of 
Pharmacy  as  a  whole  and  the  university.  It's  a 
great  place  to  work." 

Linda  Costanzo,  PhD,  serves  as  course 
director  of  the  first-year  physiology  course  in 
the  School  of  Medicine.  Two  years  ago  she 
was  honored  by  the  Association  of  American 
Colleges  with  its  Alpha  Omega  Alpha  Medical 
Honor  Society's  Robert  J.  Glaser  Distinguished 
Teaching  Award.  Each  year,  four  medical  edu- 
cators from  around  the  country  are  chosen  for 
their  contributions  to  medical  education. 

Over  the  years,  Costanzo's  interactive  style 
of  teaching  has  won  not  only  the  attention  of 
her  students  but  also  her  peers.  "I  want  to 
make  my  classes  a  personal  experience  for 
each  student,"  she  says.  Costanzo  doesn't  use 
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PowerPoint  presentations;  she  prefers  white 
boards.  She  doesn't  use  dry,  theoretical  refer- 
ences; she  uses  visual  displays — everything 
from  mattress  springs  to  the  ever-popular 
Slinky — to  teach  students  physiology.  "It 
makes  the  information  more  memorable,"  she 
explains.  "It  gives  them  a  visual  image  that 
recalls  the  principle  they  need  to  understand. 
It  makes  it  more  fun." 

She  is  proud  of  the  school's  graduates. 
"It's  great  to  know  that  you  played  a  part  in 
[their  success]  by  laying  the  foundation  for 
these  future  doctors,"  she  says.  "I  am  committed 
to  the  students.  I  came  to  MCV  because  it  was 
a  medical  school  that  had  a  positive  attitude 
toward  teaching  students.  This  school  is  com- 
mitted to  teaching.  That  coupled  with  the 
research  aspect  and  the  collaborate  spirit  is 
what  attracted  me  to  MCV."

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The  Bundy  Family: 


Five  Generations  of  MCV  Graduates

Walter  E.  Bundy  Sr. 
1908MD 


"At  the  turn  of  the  century,  after  the  War 
between  the  States,  my  grandfather, 
Archibald  Thompson  Graham,  decided 
he  wanted  to  become  a  physician.  He 
took  a  preceptorship  and  chose  to 
come  to  Richmond  to  study  medicine," 
explains  Dr.  Walter  E.  Bundy  Jr.  '45MD. 
It  was  a  long  distance  from  his  home  in 
southwest  Virginia.  "He  camped  along 
the  way  and  carried  the  things  he  needed. 
According  to  family  history,  he  hung  his 
red  coat  on  a  fence  and  a  bull  ate  it." 

Dr.  Graham  had  attended  Randolph 
Macon  Academy  and  Hampton  Sydney 
College,  although  the  family  does  not  have  a  record  as  to  how  long.  He 
had  two  sons  who  also  became  physicians,  one  of  whom  attended  MCV. 
The  other  attended  East  Tennessee  State.  Dr.  Graham  also  had  two 
daughters.  "One  of  these  girls,  Margaret  Louise  Graham,  my  father 
married,"  says  Dr.  Bundy. 

Walter  E.  Bundy  Sr.  graduated  from  University  College  of  Medi- 
cine/MCV  in  1908  and  returned  to  Russell  County,  Virginia  to 
practice  with  his  father-in-law.  He  later  moved  his  family  to  West 
Virginia  to  work  as  a  coal  miners'  physician,  and  that's  where  Dr. 
Walter  Bundy  Jr.  was  born.  When  his  son  was  10  years  old,  Bundy 
Sr.  was  going  to  MCV  to  consult  a  physician  about  a  shaving  rash 
(Barber's  Itch)  and  decided  to  take  his  son  along.  It  was  Bundy  Jr.'s 
first  introduction  to  MCV. 

"I  was  most  impressed  with  the  surgical  amphitheater  at  old 
Memorial  Hospital,"  he  recalls.  However,  years  later  that  didn't  stop 
him  from  flirting  with  the  idea  of  going  to  medical  school  at  Tulane. 
"I  really  wanted  to  go  to  the  Mardi  Gras,"  he  explains.  His  father 
insisted  he  go  to  MCV 

Bundy  Jr.  was  accepted  at  MCV  in  January  1942,  sent  in  the  $40 
tuition  and  headed  to  Richmond.  "I  walked  around  [MCV]  and  it 
was  so  big.  I  thought:  I  have  no  business  being  here,"  he  recalls.  Yet, 
it  turned  out  to  be  a  great  experience,  and  he  remembers  fondly 
many  of  his  professors  and  fellow  students.  As  an  example,  talking 
about  the  head  of  anatomy,  Dr.  Ostreud,  Bundy  Jr.  describes  how 
if  you  didn't  understand  something,  Ostreud  or  his  assistant,  Ms. 
Jones,  would  come  back  at  night  to  help  you.  Also,  one  of  Bundy's 
classmates,  Baruj  Benacerraf  45MD,  was  awarded  the  Nobel  Prize 
in  Medicine  in  1980. 

His  years  as  a  medical  student  represented  just  the  beginning 
of  Bundy's  long  relationship  with  MCV.  While  maintaining  an 
active  community  pediatric  practice,  he  taught  in  the  Department 
of  Pediatrics  for  41  years.  "I  loved  it,"  he  says.  His  teaching  legacy 
remains  today  through  the  Walter  E.  Bundy  Jr.  Professorship  in 
Community  Pediatrics. 


Incidently,  his  sister  married  an  MCV  graduate,  Leon  Dickerson 
'35MD,  who  became  a  health  director  in  Charleston,  West  Virginia. 

Bundy  says  all  wives  of  pediatricians  deserve  a  great  amount  of 
credit.  He  praises  his  wife,  Jane,  for  the  way  she  juggled  the  demands 
of  being  married  to  a  busy  pediatrician,  including  answering  phone 
calls  for  him  at  night,  while  raising  four  children.  His  children,  he 
says,  "had  the  best  mother  on  earth  while  I  was  running  around 
treating  other  people." 

What  his  son,  Walter  E.  Bundy  III  '73MD,  remembers  most 
about  growing  up  as  the  son  of  a  pediatrician  was  that  his  father  never 
came  home  until  7:30  or  8:00  at  night.  That  was  because  MCV  was  a 
major  regional  polio  center.  With  17  to  19  respirators  going,  staff 
members  had  to  be  present  in  case  of  a  power  failure.  As  a  teenager, 
Bundy  III  didn't  understand  why  anyone  would  want  to  work  so 
hard.  Then  he  worked  during  a  summer  for  Esso,  painting  gas  con- 
tainers in  the  Richmond  heat  for  a  boss  who  hated  his  job. 

One  Saturday,  his  father  invited  him  to  go  on  rounds  with  him. 
"I  saw  Dad  was  challenged,  loved  the  people,  and  his  practice  was 
growing  every  day,"  Bundy  III  explains.  The  joy  his  father  got  from 
his  work  provided  a  stark  contrast  to  the  unhappy  boss  at  Esso.  Being 
a  physician  began  to  look  like  a  really  great  thing  to  do.

Bundy  III,  an  ophthalmologist,  chose  MCV  over  UVa  for  medical 
school  because  of  the  great  clinical  education  it  offered.  "MCV  had  a 
tremendous  edge  in  that  area,"  he  says.  The  field  of  ophthalmology 
attracted  him  because  the  ways  you  can  help  people  are  very  con- 
crete, and  he  likes  to  fix  things:  "You  can  make  a  big  difference  when 
you  remove  a  cataract  and  the  patient  can  see  again." 

Just  like  his  father  had  done  for  him,  Bundy  III  gave  his  son 
Graham  M.  Bundy  '94MS(A)/M'98MD  the  opportunity  to  see  his 
ophthalmology  practice  up  close.  Graham  Bundy  says  he  never  felt 
pressured  by  his  family  to  become  a  doctor,  but  he  grew  attracted  to 
the  field  of  medicine  when  he  worked  summers  at  his  father's  office. 

After  finishing  his  undergraduate  education  at  UVa,  Graham 
Bundy  pursued  a  master's  in  anatomy  at  MCV.  That  experience  was 
one  of  the  reasons  he  chose  MCV  for  medical  school.  "The  profes- 
sors I  had  in  anatomy,  they  were  fantastic,  very  good  teachers"  he 
recalls.  "And  they  had  a  heartfelt  interest  in  conveying  the  material 
to  you."  He  has  similar  praise  for  his  teachers  during  the  years  he 
pursued  his  medical  degree. 

Graham  Bundy  decided  to  become  a  cardiovascular  thoracic  sur- 
geon because  of  the  multifaceted  and  technically  challenging  aspects 
of  the  specialty  in  addition  to  a  significant  influence  of  several  men- 
tors at  MCV.  He  is  currently  finalizing  arrangements  to  join  Cardiac 
and  Thoracic  Surgical  Associates  in  Richmond. 

He  thanks  his  father  and  grandfather  for  their  support  during  his 
many  years  of  education  and  training,  and  he  gives  special  thanks  to 
his  wife,  Ryan.  The  couple  has  three  children.  Graham  says  one  of 
them  asks  him  every  other  day  whether  he  should  be  a  scientist  or  a 
heart  doctor.  MCV  may  yet  find  itself  welcoming  a  sixth  generation 
of  the  Bundy  family. 

When  he  was  younger,  Bundy  III  thought  his  father  was  unneces- 
sarily devoted  to  MCV,  but  now  he  thinks  differently.  "MCV,"  he 
says,  "gave  us  all  a  great  clinical  education." 

Bundy  Jr.  agrees:  "Although  MCV  may  have  lost  some  of  its  indi- 
viduality becoming  part  of  a  large  multi-educational  institution,  it  is 
an  excellent  medical  school  as  part  of  VCU."

In  2006,  the  MCV  Alumni  Association  established  the  Legacy 
Scholarship  which  recognizes  and  rewards  excellence 
among  direct  relatives  (children/stepchildren,  grandchil- 
dren/step grandchildren)  of  dues  paying  members  of  the 
MCVAA.  Adam  Schwarz,  son  of  Maurice  C.  Schwarz  '73MD 
and  Jane  Schwarz  71SW  is  the  first  to  be  awarded  the 
scholarship,  which  was  presented  during  Reunion  Weekend. 

Adam  entered  the  School  of  Medicine  in  2006.  He  graduated 
from  Muhlenberg  College  where  he  was  on  the  Dean's  List 
and  a  member  of  the  Pre-Medical  Honor  Society.  In  2005, 
he  was  named  a  U.S.  Outstanding  Scholar. 

What  drove  him  to  study  hard?  In  his  scholarship  essay, 
Schwarz  reflects  on  that  question.  "The  only  answer  was 
my  future  patients,"  he  wrote.

Schwarz  grew  up  in  Richmond,  and  says  he  wanted  to  go 
to  MCV  to  get  the  same  training  that  his  father  had.  "I 
always  secretly  hope  to  be  half  as  great  a  doctor  as  my 
father,"  he  says. 

At  MCV,  he  loves  talking  to  the  patients  and  listening  to  their 
stories.  "I  get  truly  excited  if  I  find  a  clinical  correlation  with 
information  we  are  learning  in  our  basic  science  courses," 
he  explains.  "It's  something  unique  to  our  medical  school 
and  it  really  sets  it  apart  from  the  pack."

VCU  researchers  report  that  the 
immunosuppressant  drug  Fingolimod 
inhibits  the  activity  of  a  key  enzyme,  cPLA2, 
necessary  for  the  production  of  eicosanoids. 
Inflammatory  mediators,  eicosanoids  drive 
inflammatory  disorders  such  as  multiple 
sclerosis  and  asthma.  The  inhibition  of 
cPLA2  would  shut  down  the  entire  inflam- 
matory pathway,  possibly  without  the  side- 
effects  caused  by  medications  like  Vioxx.

Komen  Foundation.  To  date,  the  team  has 
identified  interferon  gamma  as  one  of 
the  signaling  proteins  involved  with 
rumor  relapse. 

Manjili,  an  Assistant  Professor  in  the 
Department  of  Microbiology  and  Immunol- 
ogy, is  working  with  VCU  colleagues  Maciej 
Kmieciak,  PhD,  with  the  Department  of 
Microbiology  and  Immunology,  and  Cather- 
ine I.  Dumur,  PhD,  with  the  Department  of 
Pathology.

Meet  Bill  Kotti,  MCV  Foundation 
President  and  Chief  Development 
Officer  for  the  MCV  Campus 

William  P.  "Bill"  Kotti  joined  the  MCV 
Foundation  as  president  and  chief  develop- 
ment officer  this  past  lanuary.  Bill  most 
recently  worked  as  associate  dean  for 
resource  planning  and  development  for 
the  Krieger  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences  at 
Johns  Hopkins  University,  where  he  served 
on  the  dean's  leadership  team  and  man- 
aged the  school's  effort  to  raise  $275  million. 

Bill  earned  a  bachelor's  degree  in  political  science  and  a  master's 
degree  in  public  administration  from  the  University  of  South  Carolina. 
He  is  currently  completing  studies  for  a  Ph.D.  in  Higher  Education 
Administration  with  a  special  concentration  in  the  development- 
advancement  field  and  leadership. 

Below  is  a  reprint  of  an  interview  conducted  with  Bill  for  MCVF's 
Chronicle  of Giving  as  a  means  of  introducing  him  to  alumni  and  friends 
of  the  MCV  Campus. 

You  have  two  job  titles — president  of  the  MCV  Founda- 
tion and  chief  development  officer  of  the  MCV  Campus. 
What  does  each  position  entail? 

There  is  considerable  overlap  between  the  two  positions  and  they  share 
a  common  goal,  which  is  to  support  and  advance  the  MCV  Campus 
three-pai    mission  of  clinical  care,  education  and  research. 

I  would    ken  the  presidency  of  the  Foundation  to  that  of  a  CEO  of 
a  corporate  bu.s  ^ess  enterprise.  The  responsibilities  include  working  in 


partnership  with  the  board  of  trustees  to  ensure  that  shareholder 
equity — in  our  case  donor  equity — is  being  protected,  enhanced  and 
put  to  good  use  to  help  others  through  the  University's  mission.  The 
key  thing  is,  people  have  entrusted  the  Foundation  with  their  money, 
their  hopes  and  things  they  care  deeply  about.  My  job,  our  job,  is  to 
carry  out  those  donors'  wishes,  invest  their  gifts  wisely,  and  maxi- 
mize those  resources. 

Also,  I  represent  the  Foundation  to  the  greater  community  and 
serve  as  the  liaison  between  the  trustees  and  the  university  leader- 
ship, ensuring  that  our  respective  goals  and  strategies  are  in  sync. 

Now,  what  about  the  job  of  chief 
development  officer? 

Another  description  would  be  chief 
fundraiser.  This  encompasses  working 
with  the  University  leadership,  deans,  and 
advancement  officers  to  help  identify  and 
achieve  their  fundraising  goals.  The  team 
concept  is  critical  to  fundraising,  and  one 
of  the  vital  links  in  this  is  our  partnership 
with  our  volunteer  alumni  and  friends.  It 
takes  people  with  diverse  talents,  areas  of 
expertise  and  perspectives  to  be  successful. 

Fundraising  is,  essentially,  about 
building  relationships.  It  is  finding  that 
intersection  of  people's  interests  and  their 
willingness  and  desire  to  do  good,  and 
then  matching  that  to  the  needs  of,  in  this 
case,  the  MCV  Campus. 

Let's  back  up  a  bit.  What  attract- 
ed you  to  the  MCV  Campus? 

The  majority  of  my  career  has  been  spent  in  university  settings,  so  I  was 
well  aware  of  the  extraordinary  growth  and  international  standing  that 
VCU  has  achieved  under  the  leadership  of  President  Eugene  Trani  and 
his  administration.  The  MCV  Campus,  which  is  at  the  core  of  the  VCU 
Health  System,  has  a  reputation  for  being  one  of  the  most  progressive, 
thriving  academic  medical  centers  in  the  country.  Those  were  impor- 
tant factors. 

When  I  visited,  the  physical  impression  was  very  strong,  with  con- 
struction going  on  all  around.  But  even  more  than  that  was  the  intellec- 
tual excitement  that  permeates  this  campus.  I  was  amazed  at  the  great 
things  that  are  going  on  in  all  seven  units — the  five  schools,  Massey  Cancer 
Center  and  the  Hospitals.  Each  is  a  powerhouse  of  ideas,  teaching, 
research  and  patient  care.  You  can  feel  the  sense  of  purpose,  the  energy 
toward  the  future.  My  experience  already  confirms  that  I  made  the  right 
decision.  This  is  a  very  inspiring  environment.  The  outstanding  faculty 
and  clinicians,  and  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth  and  beyond, 
deserve  the  best  resources  possible.  That  thought  motivates  me  greatly 
and  it  is  the  reason  I  love  what  I  do  and  where  I  do  it. 
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What  have  you  found  particularly  challenging? 

Well,  there  are  the  normal  challenges  of  becoming  familiar  with  the 
people,  activities  and  operations  of  a  very  large,  diverse  organization. 
And,  it  seems  that  every  day  I  learn  about  a  promising  research  initia- 
tive, or  the  far-reaching  impact  of  a  faculty  member's  work,  or  the 
employment  of  a  new  life-saving  technology.  So  from  the  development 
perspective,  the  challenge  is  in  building  the  endowment  to  meet  the 
ever-increasing  demands  that  are  inherent  to  such  a  dynamic,  progres- 
sive academic  medical  center. 

Tell  me  about  your  first  impression  of  the 
philanthropic  community? 

Very  positive.  There  is  a  strong  giving  spirit  here.  For  instance,  our 
trustees  give  their  time  and  skills  to  ensure  that  the  Foundation  is  fulfill- 
ing its  legal  and  fiduciary  responsibilities,  as  well  as  its  mission.  They 
have  a  wealth  of  experience  in  many  areas  of  expertise,  and  are  a  valu- 
able resource  to  the  Foundation  and,  in  turn,  to  the  MCV  Campus. 
A  powerful  combination  of  heritage  and  history,  progress  and 
discovery  distinguishes  this  medical  center.  And  the  work  that  is  being 
done  here  is  a  tremendous  source  of  pride  and  hope,  for  the  individuals 
affiliated  with  the  University,  but  also  for  people  throughout  the  Com- 
monwealth. Their  regard  for,  and  confidence  in  MCV  is  evident  in  the 
success  of  the  Campaign  for  VCU.  The  Campaign  goal,  $330.5  million, 
was  achieved  well  ahead  of  schedule,  with  the  significant  majority 
coming  from  support  of  the  MCV  Campus. 

That's  a  lot  of  money.  Why  is  ongoing  private 
philanthropy  so  important  to  the  MCV  Campus? 

First,  a  portion  of  that  money  is  in  the  form  of  pledges  and  estate  gifts, 
so  it  is  not  available  for  immediate  use.  But  even  if  it  was,  progress — 
which  is  what  this  campus  is  all  about — demands  constant  investment. 
That  is  what  private  dollars  do.  They  give  us  the  means  to  recruit  and 
support  the  best  students  and  faculty,  create  and  transfer  knowledge, 
grow  ideas,  find  cures. 

Major  funding  for  academic  medical  centers  comes  from  a  variety 
of  sources — direct  appropriations  from  the  state,  revenues  generated 
from  patient  care,  and  government  research  grants — those  are  the 
primary  ones.  Accelerating  changes  throughout  our  healthcare  system 
are  putting  tremendous  pressure  on  these  sources.  It  is  a  complicated 
formula,  but  the  bottom  line  is  that  philanthropy  is  an  increasingly 
important  part  of  the  equation.  We  can't  do  what  we  do  without  it.

The  MCV  Foundation  is  an  independent,  non-profit,  50)  (c)  <i)  corpo- 
ration, founded  in  1949,  for  the  purpose  of  attracting,  processing, 
investing  and  disbursing  charitable  gifts  made  for  the  benefit  and 
advancement  of  MCV  Schools,  Hospitals  and  the  Masscy  Cancer  Center, 
It  is  governed  by  a  volunteer  Board  of  Trustees  that  has  fiduciary  and 
legal  responsibility  for  its  operations.  The  Board  is  comprised  of  med- 
ical, business  and  community  leaders  committed  to  the  Foundation's 
mission  of  inspiring  and  stewarding  philanthropy  throughout  the  MCV 
Campus  of  Virginia  Commonwealth  University.  The  MCV  Foundation's 
staff  of  development  and  support  professionals  carries  out  fundraising, 
gift  processing,  disbursement  and  financial  reporting  responsibilities 
on  behalf  of  the  Board.  In  addition,  the  Foundation  provides  campus 
partners  with  promotion  of,  and  support  for,  special  projects  and  donor 
recognition  programs. 

Currently,  the  MCV  Foundation  administers  over  $290  million 
in  restricted,  unrestricted,  and  endowment  assets.  In  FY2005-2O06, 
disbursements  were  $24.3  million,  representing  expenditures  for 
student  scholarships,  faculty  salary  support,  equipment  and  support  of 
academic  and  research  programs.

Community  +  Pediatrics  =  A  Better  Way

Your  son  is  diagnosed  with  cerebral  palsy.  Or  you  have  a 
teenage  daughter  with  cystic  fibrosis  and  your  family  moves 
cross-country  to  a  new  community.  How  do  you  find  the 
medical  and  support  services  that  you  need?  Where  do  you  begin? 

In  Virginia,  the  answer  is  Medical  Home  Plus,  Inc.  (www.med- 
icalhomeplus.org)  founded  by  Dr.  Colleen  Kraft  '86MD'89HS  and 
part  of  her  vision  of  "community  pediatrics." 

In  the  beginning,  like  many  hard-working  pediatricians,  Kraft 
was  content  to  see  children  in  her  office  each  day,  and  then  go  home 
to  spend  time  with  her  own  family.  As  she  learned  more  about  life 
with  children,  however,  her  perspective  changed,  starting  with  some 
relatively  simple  day-to-day  observations. 

"I  began  to  pay  attention  to  the  determinants 
of  health  and  illness  in  my  patients  as  well  as  my 
own  children.  As  I  interacted  with  my  children's 
child  care  center,  I  wondered  about  the  transmis- 
sion of  illness  and  the  relationship  to  hand  washing. 
I  wondered  how  medications  were  being  given,  and 
how  staff  may  have  been  trained  to  do  this.  And,  I 
began  to  see  the  importance  of  pediatricians  being 
involved  in  the  community  —  in  child  care  and  in 
schools,"  said  Kraft,  the  Walter  E.  Bundy  Professor 
and  Chair  of  the  Division  of  Community  Pediatrics 
at  Virginia  Commonwealth  University. 

Kraft's  children,  who  are  now  16,  18,  and  20 
years  old,  attended  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
Child  Development  Center,  which  she  found  to  be 
a  wonderful  facility. 

"This  center  adopted  the  most  up-to-date 
policies  with  regard  to  infection  control,  and  had 
specific  trainings  for  their  staff,"  Kraft  said. 
"Things  were  different  at  our  church  nursery. 
One  year,  we  had  three  6-monfh-old  babies  who 
required  hospitalization  for  an  infection  called  RSV  (respiratory 
syncytial  virus).  "Their  mothers  were  homemakers,  and  the  babies 
did  not  attend  child  care.  The  one  commonality  was  the  church 
nursery.  Upon  examination  of  the  nursery,  we  discovered  that  there 
was  no  sink  in  the  room  for  washing  hands." 

Kraft  practices  pediatrics  with  Pediatric  and  Adolescent  Health 
Partners,  P.C.  When  her  children  were  still  very  young,  Kraft  found 
herself  gravitating  towards  families  with  special  healthcare  needs, 
including  those  with  chronic  healthcare  issues,  history  of  prematurity, 
and  developmental  delays. 

"The  questions  parents  had  were  very  basic,  but  I  couldn't 
answer  them,"  Kraft  said.  "They  asked,  'How  can  I  get  my  child 
enrolled  to  receive  social  security  and  Medicaid  benefits?'  'How  can 
I  get  a  break  from  die  24-hour  care  needs  of  my  child  with  autism?' 
'Where  can  I  find  diapers  big  enough  for  a  child  the  size  of  an  adult?' 
I  knew  there  were  parents  who  had  navigated  these  issues  before. 
We  recruited  parent  volunteers  to  put  together  a  database  of 
community  resources  and  to  serve  as  resource  coordinators.  The 
program  evolved  to  become  the  non-profit  organization  called 
Medical  Home  Plus." 


Kraft  founded  Medical  Home  Plus,  Inc.  in  2002  with  initial 
funding  from  the  American  Academy  of  Pediatrics.  She  is  medical 
director  of  this  family  resource  center  that  connects  families  to 
community  resources. 

"Medical  Home  Plus  also  has  a  focus  on  early  childhood  and 
promotion  of  pro-social  behaviors,"  Kraft  said.  "We  have  imple- 
mented a  program  called  Al's  Pals  [developed  by  Wingspan,  LLC] 
that  teaches  children  how  to  make  positive  choices  and  to  brain- 
storm non-violent  solutions  to  conflicts.  Through  funding  from 
the  Virginia  Tobacco  Settlement  Foundation,  we  have  been  able  to 
bring  this  program  to  more  than  300  child  care,  Head  Start,  and 
kindergarten  classes  in  the  Greater  Richmond  area." 


Kraft  is  president  of  the  Virginia  Chapter  of  the  American  Acad- 
emy of  Pediatrics.  She  also  serves  as  Medical  Director  of  the  Greater 
Richmond  Association  for  Retarded  Citizens.  "Both  of  these  positions 
allow  me  to  expand  my  role  as  a  community  pediatrician." 

Through  her  VCU  connection  as  the  Bundy  professor,  Kraft  cares 
for  patients  at  VCU's  Hayes  E.  Willis  Center  of  South  Richmond. 

"If  more  physicians  were  willing  to  go  outside  their  doors,  they 
would  be  surprised  by  the  support  and  the  willingness  of  the  com- 
munity to  go  to  bat  for  them,"  Kraft  said.  "The  community  wants  our 
guidance  and  expertise,  and  they  will  help  you  move  things  along." 

The  impact  Kraft  has  had  using  this  approach  is  evident  from 
die  testimonials  about  Medical  Home  Plus.  As  expressed  by  the 
mother  of  a  child  with  special  needs:  "This  was  the  first  time  in  15 
years  I  didn't  struggle  to  find  information  to  help  my  daughter." 

Sande  Snead  is  a  Public  Affairs  Officer  for  the  Virginia  Department  of 
Transportation  and  a  Chesterfield  County-based  freelance  writer. 
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Newell  said.  "In  my  own  experience, 
it's  comforting  to  know  this  man  will 
go  out  of  his  way  to  take  care  of  us  if 
something  happens."

Cleveland  "Cleve"  Francis  Jr.  73MD 

Music  from  the  Heart

I  orn  in  Cajun  country  in  the  small  town  of  Jennings,  La., 
Cleveland  "Cleve"  Francis  Jr.  '73MD  was  weaned  on  country, 
Cajun  and  jazz  rhythms.  It's  no  wonder  that  at  the  age  of 
eight  the  would-be  musician  was  itching  for  a  guitar.  Times  were 
tight,  but  Francis'  mom  made  him  an  offer  that  couldn't  be  refused: 
She  would  buy  the  guitar  if  he  agreed  to  study  hard  and  finish 
his  homework. 

That  homework  included  his  studies  in  biology,  a  subject  that 
would  later  become  his  major.  From  the  time  he  was  in  high  school 
through  his  undergraduate  years  at  Southern  University  in  Baton 
Rouge,  La.  and  graduate  studies  at  The  College  of  William  and  Mary, 
Francis  divided  his  time  between  music  and  biology.  He  didn't 
decide  to  become  a  physician  until  he  attend- 
ed Southern  University. 

"I  went  to  the  infirmary,  and  there  was  an 
old  doctor  in  his  80s,"  he  recalls.  "He  was  the 
first  African-American  doctor  I  had  ever  seen. 
That  had  a  lot  to  do  with  why  I  wanted  to  be  a 
doctor.  I  wanted  to  take  care  of  people." 

While  earning  his  master's  degree  in  biol- 
ogy at  William  and  Mary,  Francis  kept  his 
music  life  alive.  He  played  at  coffeehouses  in 
the  summer  and  cut  his  first  recording,  The 
Willow  Tree.  Later,  when  he  was  studying  at 
MCV,  several  classmates  bought  the  recording 
and  played  it  in  the  dorm.  "Some  of  my  class- 
mates were  musicians,  and  we  would  go  to  the 
nursing  dorm  and  perform,"  Francis  says. 

Francis  enjoyed  the  medical  program  at 
MCV.  "It  was  people-oriented,"  he  explains, 
adding  that  he  and  his  roommate,  Archer 
Baskerville,  were  the  only  two  African-Ameri- 
cans in  the  class. 

Francis  formed  friendships  easily  and 
became  vice  president  of  his  first-year  class. 

"Some  of  my  classmates  are  still  my  friends,"  he  says.  "It  was  a  won- 
derful time  in  my  life.  I  got  really  attached  to  the  school." 

While  he  was  studying  at  MCV,  Francis  continued  to  write 
songs  and  develop  musical  associations.  He  performed  with  other 
musicians  to  earn  money  for  school.  Later,  during  his  internship 
and  cardiology  fellowship  at  The  George  Washington  University 
Hospital  in  Washington,  D.C.,  he  performed  at  the  Singer's  Studio 
in  the  Georgetown  district  of  the  city. 

After  his  fellowship,  Francis  founded  and  served  as  president  of 
Mount  Vernon  Cardiology  Associates  in  Alexandria,  Va.  He  decided 
to  focus  on  cardiology  when  he  was  a  med  student.  He  remembers 
walking  down  the  hall  in  North  Hospital  when  someone  called  a 
code  blue.  "All  the  people  ran  into  the  room,"  Francis  recalls.  "It 
was  chaotic."  It  turned  out  that  the  elderly  woman  in  the  room  had 
been  sleeping  when  someone  mistakenly  called  a  code  blue.  "When 
the  cardiologist  walked  into  the  room,  he  calmed  the  chaos.  I 
thought  to  myself:  That  is  who  I  want  to  be." 


Over  the  next  few  years,  while  he  was  practicing  medicine,  Francis 
co-produced  another  album,  Timeless,  with  Nashville's  Moses 
Dillard,  performed  at  the  nationally  acclaimed  Birchmere  music  hall 
in  Alexandria  and  performed  his  song  "Reflections  on  the  Wall"  at 
the  Vietnam  Memorial  during  the  1987  Memorial  Day  celebration. 
Also  during  that  time,  Francis  penned  an  homage  to  Dr.  Martin 
Luther  King  Jr.,  tided  "Martin." 

Serendipity  stepped  in  when  Francis  was  treating  a  cardiac  patient 
at  Mount  Vernon  Hospital  and  was  introduced  to  the  patient's  brother, 
"Big  John  Hall,"  a  former  group  member  of  The  Heart  Beats.  (Ironic 
but  true.)  Hall  asked  to  hear  some  of  Francis'  music,  a  request  that 
eventually  led  to  a  meeting  with  the  President  of  Capitol  Nashville 

Records.  A  new  album,  Last  Call  for  Love,  and  a 
professionally  produced  music  video  followed. 
Country  Music  Television  began  airing  a  cut 
from  the  album,  "Love  Light,"  and  his  video 
won  Music  Row  magazine's  Independent 
Video  of  the  Year  Award  (1990). 

The  musical  whirlwind  continued.  Francis 
released  a  new  album,  Tourist  in  Paradise, 
and  was  touted  by  the  media  as  the  singing 
cardiologist.  Francis  realized  his  fragmented 
schedule  was  getting  too  difficult  to  manage 
so  he  asked  his  partners  for  a  leave  of 
absence.  "They  told  me  to  go  ahead,"  he 
recalls.  "Then  I  struck  out  across  America  on 
a  tour  bus." 

The  cross-country  "ride"  with  concerts  in 
England,  Scodand  and  Canada  added  in  was 
a  nice  diversion,  but  in  1994  Francis  decided 
to  return  to  the  world  of  medicine.  "I  missed 
it,"  he  says.  "It  was  time  for  me  to  go  back." 
The  four-year  musical  experience  authenti- 
cated Francis'  belief  in  his  music.  "I  had  to 
pinch  myself  sometimes  and  wonder  if  this 
was  really  happening,"  he  says. 

Today  Francis  serves  as  President  of  Mount  Vernon  Cardiology 
Associates  and  Cleve  Francis  Productions,  as  well  as  President  of  the 
Medical  Affairs  Council  of  Inova  Health  Systems.  "The  council  deals 
with  system-wide  issues,"  he  explains.  "It's  the  highest  position  you 
can  have  and  not  be  employed  by  the  hospital." 

Music  continues  to  be  an  integral  part  of  his  life.  He  performs  at 
the  Birchmere  —  he  did  a  benefit  concert  last  year  that  raised 
$50,000  for  a  hospital  in  Haiti  —  and  Kiawah  Island  Golf  Resort. 
This  year  Francis  was  tapped  as  the  commencement  speaker  for  the 
West  Potomac  High  School  class  of  2007.  "It's  a  great  honor,  he 
says.  "It's  very  exciting." 

That  comment  mirrors  his  life  and  his  accomplishments. 
"I'm  proud  of  it  all,"  he  reflects.  "Becoming  a  doctor  has  to  be 
the  top  honor."

Robert  T.  Mendle  73MD  died  from 
esophageal  cancer  on  November  11,  2006 
in  his  home  in  San  Francisco.  He  was  59. 
A  general  internist,  he  was  known  for 
making  house  calls.  According  to  the  San 
Francisco  Chronicle,  he  treated  some  of 
the  city's  wealthiest  residents  while  also 
making  time  to  care  for  some  of  its  poor- 
est. Mendle  was  an  associate  clinical  pro- 
fessor at  UCSF  and  served  on  several 
committees  at  the  university  and  Mount 
Zion  Medical  Center. 

He  became  interested  in  the  work  of 
Massey  Cancer  Center's  Thomas  Pallia- 
tive Care  Unit,  and  over  the  last  two  years 
was  responsible  for  over  $60,000  donated 
to  support  its  work.  "One  of  the  toughest 
challenges  physicians  face  is  helping  patients  to  come  to  terms  with  seri- 
ous diseases  and  end-of-life  issues,"  he  said,  explaining  his  support  of 
VCU's  efforts  in  this  area. 

"Bob  was  one  of  our  first  supporters,  long  before  this  had  caught  on 
and  was  going  partly  mainstream,"  says  Dr.  Thomas  J.  Smith,  Professor 
and  Chair  of  the  Division  of  Hematology/Oncology  and  Palliative  Care. 
"He  funded  our  first  fellows  and  curriculum  development.  Even  though 
he  was  not  a  palliative  care  specialist,  he  practiced  it  each  and  every  day." 

William  J.  Ellis  '29MD,  who  was  one  of  MCV's  oldest  alumni,  passed  away 
at  the  age  of  101  on  December  13,  2006.  According  to  Richmond  Sunlight, 
Ellis  delivered  about  6,000  babies  during  the  63  years  he  practiced  medicine 
in  Covington,  VA.

During  her  tenure  at  VCU,  she  taught  in  the 
graduate  program  of  the  Department  of  Hospital  and  Health  Administra- 
tion and  served  as  Director  of  the  healthcare  management  undergraduate 
program  for  long-term  care.  The  Virginia  Center  on  Aging  was  created  by 
the  Virginia  General  Assembly  in  1978  and  focuses  on  interdisciplinary 
study,  research  and  information  sharing  in  the  gerontology  field.  Located 
on  the  MCV  Campus  it  is  the  only  center  of  its  kind  in  Virginia. 

Frances  Williams  Reeder  '54MD  passed  away  April  1 7  in  Tallahassee  Florida. 
She  enrolled  in  medical  school  at  MCV  after  working  as  a  nurse  for  a  number 
of  years,  including  a  stint  in  the  Army  Nurse  Corps  during  World  War  II 
serving  as  an  anesthetist  in  evacuation  hospitals  in  England  and  France. 
After  graduating  from  MCV,  she  completed  an  internship  at  the  University 
of  Wisconsin  and  did  her  residency  at  Johns  Hopkins.  She  became  an  asso- 
ciate professor  of  psychiatry  at  Johns  Hopkins  in  addition  to  maintaining  a 
private  practice.
